It is said of the Aztecs, previous to the 
conquest of Mexico by the Spaniards, that lic- 
fore they made a sacrifice of their prisoners, 
they wcro in the habit of arraying them 
in beautiful garments, ornamented with feath- 
er-work of the richest plumage of the birds 
of the tropics. No attention seemed too good 
for them, and all vied in paying them honors. 
Something like this seems the preface to an 
article in an Opposition cotcmporary respect- 
ing our worthy Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, who is represented in a most amia- 
able light, decorated with talents and attain- 
ments, and to a person not acquainted with 
him, there would appear an exaggeration of 
compliment; but the issue is much like the 
result to the Jlexieau prisoners; he has the 
cold steel thrust at him with all the vehemence 
at the command of the puny arm that wields 
it; but Mr. Richardson can receive no injury 
from such Lilliputian efforts, and must smile 
at all such pigmy productions, but could hard- 
ly become irritated at them. 

Mr. Richardson feels in an eminent degreo 
what is felt by every man of cultivation in the 
State — a sincere desire to see all educational 
interests promoted by every legitimate means. 
He has exerted himself as much as any mem- 
ber of the Legislature ever did to inaugurate 
a system of common schools, that should 
* arry the blessings of education into the re- 
motest hamlet in the State, and we believe his 
eiforts are appreciated by those whose appre- 
ciation is worth anything. He can have no 
better proof of the estimation in which his 
labors are regarded by the great body of the 
people, than his triumphant election to a post 
supervisory of the very subject to which his 
legislative exertions had been directed. 

It is true that Mr. Richardson was mainly 
instrumental in the establishment of the Nor- 
mal School: that he introduced the bill mak- 
ing the appropriation, and urged its (jsajjage 
with eloquence and effect. That he felt a 
paternal solicitude in its success wo do not 
hesitate to aver, and when he observed it like- 
ly to come under an influence detrimental to 
the objects of its establishment, he no doubt 
regretted the obligations that rendered it im- 
perative that he should acquiesce in its abol- 
ishment. A memlwr of the Legislature is 
not such in a private, but in a representative 
capacity; and that such representative should 
obey the will of his constituents is a cardinal 
principle in all republican anil democratic gov- 
ernments: as a minister is sent to a foreign 
country to represent the interests and wishes 
of the one sending him; regarding the in- 
structions he may receive as orders he is bound 
by every principle of honor to obey, and 
only in the absence of such instructions is he 
permitted to defer to his own judgment, and 
then he should act with the best lights that 
God has given him. Any other view of 
the representative obligation is rank Federal- 
ism — not democratic, not republican — and is 
a heresy long since banished by the popular 
verdict from American politics, and could only 
be revived by some neophyte with a capacity 
as slender as his experience. 

If Mr. Richardson has been compelled to 
devour his own offspring, as his accusers 
would have us believe, it was from a stern 
sense of duly, and in obedience to an ch inen- 
tary principle of his political faith, that no 
Democrat, though as ignorant as his assailant, 
is unacquainted with; nor could he disre- 
gard it without becoming as faithless to his 
profession as those who change their name 
from Whig to Know-Nothing, and then to 
Opposition, in hopes of securing popular fa- 
vor. 

The office to which Mr. Richardson has 
been elected is second to none in the Com- 
monwealth in responsibility and in opportuni- 
ties for usefulness — so important, indeed, is it, 
that the very first intellect in the nation 
thought it not unworthy to engage his powers, 
and we know that Mr. Richardson, who has 
every qualification to discharge the duties with 
profit to the public and credit to himself, if he 
had no more capacity than his crude assailant, 
could not widely err from a pathway so ably 
designated by his distinguished predecessor.

There is no denying the fact that "money 
is power," and Mr. Clay never uttered a truer 
sentiment in the forty years he was in public 
| [ilk The capitalists of the world p«>ssess the 
| controlling power of the world, and they can 
| render the sword as harmless as the distaff; 
I and the center of capital is to the body politic 
what the heart la to the human lx>dy. There 
is not an intelligent banker in the country 
who docs not watch with interest the lluctu- 
j ations of exchange; and when the tide sets 
I out of New York, you see bank presidents 
| shake their heads and bank directors look pro- 
found, and you may expect "nothing discount- 
j ed" till a turn takes place. This vulgar thing 
called money has an interest lor all, and all 
the preaching for two thousand years against 
the love of it has not made men love it the less: 
| and the knowledge of this fact warrants us in 
giving our readers a weekly summary of any 
items of interest on a sul jcct which lies so 
near their hearts; it is a scientific fact that 
the "pocket" is the most sensitive to the touch 
of all the organs of tho human structure. 

Money is becoming moderately easy, al- 
though business is still dull. The change in 
1 tho weather will induce the slaughtering of 
I hogs, and we may expect our Usual winter ac- 
tivity in trade. In Louisville, packers are not 
ottering more than iyi 50 gross; but sellers 
' demand $4, at which latter price there are 
! plenty to be had. We believe that Mr. 

Macklin's agents are still paying $4, as we 
; have heard of no alteration in their prices. 
| The droves we have observed passing are tine- 
I ly fatted, and will compare favorably with 
those of any season. 

Wheat and flour have both advanced since 
our last, and are very firm. The foreign ad- 
vices are favorable to a good export/ demand. 
If the surplus grain in the country was ex- 
ported at present prices, in addition to the cot- 
ton that is now going forward, it would soon 
put a stop to the export of coin. 

If there is no unusual political excitement 
in Europe, we may look for the next to lie a 
year of unexampled prosperity^ but the con- 
tingencies of this kind have become so haz- 
I ardous that we may expect a general war at 
j any hour. This, to us, however, would be an 
| advantage in many respects; it would create 
I a demand for shipping, breadstutl's, and pro- 
visions; but it would depress cotton and carry 
off coin. 

The banks of Kentucky are noble institu- 
tions, and we doubt if there are to be found 
in any country a set of corporations who 
evince more interest for the welfare of the 
community and their customers. Corpora- 
tions are generally regarded as soulless; but 
they are only soulless in the hands of soulless 
men; for the widest lienevolence the world 
has seen is now being exerted by corpo- 
rate institutions; but they are in the hands 
of men eminent for personal benevolence, and 
who impress their character upon the institu- 
t.ons they control.

Por.Ti.ANo, Nov. 1-1. — The letter purporting to 
be written by the Emperor Napoleon to tne King 
ol Sardinia has been printed. It is dated October 
ill, and is general ly regarded as genuine. Tbe I 
Ktnpcror observes that the question is not now 
whether he did well or ill at Vill.ifratica, but 
rather to obtain from the treaty results most 
favorable to the pacification of Italy. It was 
necessary to conclude a treaty that should secure ! 
in the best manner possible the independence of 
Italy, which should satisfy Piedmont, ami jet ' 
wfich should nut wound the Catholic sentiment 
or the rights of the sovereigns in whom Kurope 
fell an interest. 

The Emperor says lie is bound by the treaty 
and cannot, in the Congress which is about to 
open, withdraw himself from his engagements. 
He demands that tbe Duchess of Parma be called 
to Modena, Parma he united to Piedmont, and 
Tuscany, augmented, perhaps, by a portion of 
territory, be restored to the Grand Duke Ferdi- 
nand, aud systems of moderate liberty shall be 
adopted in all the States of Italy. 

The Emperor also traces a plan of the Italian 
Confederation, with the Pope as the honorary i 
Piesidcnt, and says that this increase of his moral 
influence will enable him to make concessions in 
conformity with the legitimate wishes of the pop- 1 
ulation.

Mr. Waro's Visit to Pkkin. — A letter from 
Shanghai, dated August 2d. says t^at the United 
States steamers, wiih Minister Ward aud his suite 
of twenty, were escorted with all honor to Pekin 
on the 20th. Mr. Ward and suite had landed, 
aud were received by an escort and conduct- 
ed to Pekin with every show of respect. They 
first traveled for live miles across the Ouuntiy in 
covered carts, striking the f'eiho ten miles above 
the Tsen Teing. Thence they proceeded in junks 
within eleven miles of Pekin, whence the) again 
took carts to the capital. 

The trip occupied eight and a half days; the 
j legation remained at Pekin fifteen days, during 
w hich I hey were confined to their quarters, not 
! however as prisoners, lor they were at liberty at 
I any moment to walk out, but the Commissioner 
| refused them the use of horses and guides, leav- 
. ing it optional with Mr. Ward to remain or not 
| as he pleased. They would doubtless however 
have closed the gates entirely had not Mr. Ward 
taken a firm stand at the first interview, that 
as soon as his movements were at all re- 
stricted he would close all intercourse and de- 
mand his return under escort. 

It seems that the Kmpen r was very anxious 
to see .Mr. Ward, but that he is also insisted upon 
his peril rming Kolew — that is, prostrating him- 
self nine times w ith his head to the ground, which 
was positively refused. The result was, that on 
the fourteenth day it was concluded to receive 
the President's letter at Pekin, and send Mr.

The Sentence cf Death on Cooke, &c. — 
Remarks of the Convicted. 

Charlestown, Nov. 11. 
The proceedings of the Circuit Court for Jef- 
ferson county were brought to a close yesterday 
morning, after a session of three weeks, which 
was occupied exclusively in the trial of the Har- 
per's Ferry conspirators. 

The convicts, Cooke, Coppie, Copeland and 
Greeu were brought out yesterday al 12 o'clock 
to receive the sentence of Judge Parker. The 
court room was crowded, and the anxiety to get 
another view of the prisoners was great Thev 
were brought into court by the deputies and 
placed in the bar, in a range of chairs facing the 
Judge. Near Cooke was sealed Governor Wil- 
laru and Mr Crowley, both of whom seemed 
bending beneath the weight of sortow this affair 
has cast over them and their families. 

Remarks of the Prisoners. — The piisoners 
were then directed to stand up and asked if they 
had anything to say why sentence should not be 
passed upon them. Cooke and Coppie then pro- 
ceeded to deliver short addresses, the former be- 
ing somewhat vehement in his manner of speak- 
ing, whilst the hitler made a firm impression by 
his great and collective style of delivery. Both 
protested their ignorance of the attack on Har- 
per's Ferry, until the Sabb ith before the night of 
the attack, when they were called on to swear to 
obey the orders of their command ST Brown. — 
Coppie staled r hat he knew he should be pun- 
ished for his fool-hardy attempt, but he thought 
li should have been lighter than had been ad- 1 
judged. The negroes declined saying anything 

Sentence of the Prisoners. — Judge Parker 
thi n proceeded to deliver the sentence on the 
prisoners, which was received by ihem with great 
firmness. The sentence w as that John E. Cooke, 
Edwin Coppie, Shields Green, and John Cope- 
land: Your trials on which we have been so 1 
long employed, have at length ended, and all that 
remains to be done to complete these judicial 
proceedings is to pronounce and record the judg- 
ments which by law must follow upon the crimes 
for which you have been tried, end of which you 
have been found guilty. 

These crimes have all grown out of a mad in- 
road upon this State, made with the predeter- 
mined purpose to raise in our midst the standard 
of a servile insurrection. In the execution of 
this purpose, in the darkness of a Sabbath night, 
you seized upon a rortion of our territory, cap- 
tured several of our best citizens, holding them as 
hostages of war until your parly w as itself over- 
come by force; armed such of our slaves as vou 
could seize upon with deadly weapons, which 
they were lo use against Iheir owners, whom vou 
denounce to them as their oppressors; and, in 
your effort to push your bold and unholy scheme 
through to a successful issue, you have taken hu- 
man lilc in no fewer than five instances. The 
evidence most abundantly proved that all these 
things had been done, and bv the force ol that 
evidence jury after jury has felt itself compelled 
to bring in its verdict of guilty against each one 
of you. 

Happily for the peace of our whole land, vou 
obta n d no support from that quarter whence 
you so confidently expected it. Not a slave uni- 
ted himself to your party, but so soon as he 
could get without the range of your rifles, or as 
night gaie h m oppo t inity, made his escape from 
linn who had come 10 give him freedom, and 
hurried to place himself once more beneath the 
care and protection of his owner. 

When wc reflect upon all the mischief and 
ruin, the dark and fearful crimes which must have 
; attended even your partial success— men every 
| where should be thankful that you were so soon 
and so easily overpowered. 

For these offenses the law demands the penalty 
of death, and imposes upon me the duty of pro 
no Unci Dg that sentence. It is the most painful 
duty 1 have ever been called on to perform. 

In spite of your offenses against our laws, I 
cannot but feel deeply for you, and sincerely, most 
sincerely, do I sympathize with those friends and 
: relations, whose lives are bound up in yours, aud 
whose hearts will be so wrung with grief when 
J they shall hear of the sad fate which has over- 
i taken you, the objects of their warmest and holi ■ 
est alfections. For them wc all do sorrow; whilst 
a due regard for our safety may not permit us to 
forgive the offenses of which you have been 
guilty, I hope that they will lurn for consolation, 
and you for pardon, to that good Iking, who in 
His wrath rememhereth mercy. Make then your 
I peace with Him — for you must soon be ushered 
into His presence, there to be dealt with as His 
justice and His mercv may ordain. 

To conclude this sad duty, I DOW announce that 
the sentence of the law is, that you, and each one 
( of you.John E Cooke, Edwin Coppie, Shields 
Green, and John Copeland, be hanged by the neck 
until you be dead, and thai the execution of this 
judgment be made and done by the Sheriff of this 
county, on Friday, the sixteenth day of Decem- 
ber next, upon you, Shields Green and Copelaud, 
between the hours- of eight in the forenoon, and 
twelve, noon, of that day, and upon you, Jno. 
E. Cooke and Edwin Coppee, between the hours 
of twelve, noon, and five in the afternoon of same 
day. And the court being of the opinion that 
the execution of this sentence should be in pub- 
lic, it is further ordered that this judgment be 
enlorced and executed, not in the jail yard, but 
at such public place convenient thereto as the 
said Sheriff may appoint — and may God have 
mercy upon the soul of each one of you. 

During the delivery of the sentence the utmost 
silence was observed, and the solemnity was very 
marked. A large number of the spectators wept, 
as also did ihe Judge. 

Miscellaneous .Matters. — It is supposed that 
Gov. Wise will respite Brown, who is sentenced 
to be hung on the 2d of December, until the day 
fixed for the other executions, so that the excite- 
ment attending the affair may be all gone through 
with on the same day. 

Gov. WUlard, Attorney-General McDonald, 
Mr Vorhees, and Air. G. Crowley left yesterday 
tor Washington City, and it is supposed will also 
visit Richmond, for the purpose of consulting 
with Governor WUe. The feeling here now in 
favor of Cooke is very great, and a commuta- 
tion of punishment to imprisonment would give 
great satisfaction to a large majority of the think- 
ing portion of the community. 

There was considerable excitement in town 
yesterday morning, in consequence of the burn- 
ing of a wheat slack, the property of Hon. Win. 
Lucas, near Hulliown, in ibis county. The stack 
was fired about !l o'clock in the morning, and 
about the same time Mr. L. observed a suspi- 
cious looking character walking from the direction 
of the tire. Efforts were in a short time made 
for the arrest of the man, but without success. — 
Scouts were started in all directions in order to 

arrest him, but returned at night without having 

accomplished their purpose. 

It may be mentioned here that a hold attempt 
was made about ten days ago to murder Mr. Lu- 
cas. He had retired to bed, and had his lamp 
near him, reading. He had not been in that po- 
sition long before he heard a noise, and in a mo- 
ment observed the Hash of a gun outside the win- 
dow. He immediately sprang out ol bed, seized 
his revolver, and rushed lo the door. As he 
reached the door he saw a man wheel his horse 
and ride oir at a furious rate of speed. The 
man had left the gate open, and had little difficul- 
ty in making his escape. Who he was, or 
what provocation he had for this murderous 
attempt, Mr L. is entire 1 v ignorant of. 

The affair has been kept quiet this long in or- 
der lo deteel the wretch should he attempt to re- 
peat his horrid design. Mr. L.'s loss on his wheat 
will be about li.'illll. Several barns and stock 
yards have been burned during the past few days, 
and it is feared by many that the country is in- 
fested by a band ol Abolition incendiaries. Should 
this turn out, be true to and any of them caught in 
tbe act, it is most probable they will not have the 
benefit of a jury. 

The Circuit Court having closed its session, the 
prisoner Hazlelt will not be tried until next 
spring, until which time he will reinaiu in our 
county jail.

New Orleans, Nov. 13. — There have been 
five tires since Saturday, three of them unimpor- 
tant. New Basin row, consisting of six stores 
on Rampart street, was burned. Loss $70,000. 

Nine squares, consisting of eighty small build- 
ings above Chippewa street, in the Fourth Dis 
trict, were burned. Loss $100,000. There was 
no water. These fires were caused by incendia- 
ries. One hundred families were burned out.

Capt. Cook, Old Brown's Second in Com- 
mand. 

When Cook w as arraigned for trial, he pleaded 
guilty to all the counts of the indictment, ex- 
cept that of treason, and the Court (Judge Par- 
ker) overruled the exception. He admitted con- 
spiracy with the slaves to rob and murder — a 
crime punishable with death or imprisonment for 
life. 

The nppearance of the prisoner is said to be 
rather prepossessing. He is about twenty-six 
years of age, has light hair, and a remarkably 
fair complexion, and were it not for the fact that 
he is quite round-shouldered, would be considered 
handsome. He was dressed in a neat manner, 
and his bearing showed him to be a man of intel- 
ligence. He occupied a seat near the center of 
the bar, Governor Willard, his brother in law, 
having a seat on his right, and Mr. Crowley, 
another brother in-law, on his left. 

The public feeling against Cook is stronger 
than against any of ihe other prisoners. He is 
regarded as having been a spy for the insurrec- 
tionists. Strong efforts will be made by Govern- 
or Willard to save the life of the prisoner. 

Cook, on his trial, was defended by Messrs. 
Green, Bolts, and Vorhees. 

Cook's confession fills twenty-one pages fooli- 
cap. It is mostly a record of Cook's personal 
experiences. It related how he first became ac 
quainted with Brown in 165G, just after the bat- 
tle of Black Jack; how he was induced to join 
Brown to co operate with him in his laliors for 
securing the freedom of Kansas; how certain ex- 
peditions for rescuing slaves from Missouri and 
setting them free in Canada, were accomplished. 
The more important portions were those which 
told of the convention held in Canada, at which 
the well-known constitution was framed; of the 
military training under Stevens, which Brown's 
party went through, altering their original inten 
tion, which was to be instructed by Col. Forbes, 
an I of his own exploration of Jefferson county, 
\ a , under Browna's directions, lo prepare the 
way for the insurrection. 

Gerrit Smith, Fred. Douglass, Dr. S. G. Howe, 
and others, are mentioned in the confession. 
Their connection with Brown Involved the pre- 
sentation of pistols, money, &.c. Cook said that 
the lime of the invasion would have been differ- 
ent but for the information given by Col Forbes. 
It is the opinion ol the court that Cook has with- 
held the greater part of his knowledge.
